Very significant testimony is 


given before Circuit Judges Hough, 
Withrow and Reynolds in Judge 
Hough’s court in the trial of four in- 
jungtion suits, brought by persons re- 
siding in St. Louls County, close to the 
city limits, to restrain Mayor Wells, 
Water Commissioner Adkins and Asses- 
sor and Collector of Water Rates 
Scharwitz from depriving them of city 
water which they have been getting by 
tapping city water mains inside the 
limits and paying meter rates. 

Although it is not charged in these 
cases, as it is in one which has been 
filed in Cluyton, that the attempt to cut 
off the supply is in furtherance of a 
conspiracy between city officials and 
the owners of the West St. Louis Water 
and Light Co., the testimony tends to 
show that there is a motive which has 
not been disclosed. 

Early in the trial Attorney Grover, 
representing the plaintiffs, addressing 
the fudges on another point, said: ‘““We 
expect to show that no steps were ever 
taken to shut off the water supply of 
persons living across the line until after 
m=aep i friends of Mayor Wells acquired an in- 
terest in the county water company. 

James H. Crowley, a plumber, testi- 
fied that D. R. Francis told him, in 
the presence of Mayor Wells, that he 
was the head of the county water com- 
pany. 

It was brought out by the testimony 
of several that there has been discrim- 
ination, as the city still supplies water 
to St. Vincent’s Asylum, which in turn 
retails it to the Normandy Club and 
others and to Washington University. 

Testimony given by Robert E. Mec- 
Math, former President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, disclosed that the 
municipal policy has heretofore been 
to plan to meet the needs of contig- 
uous territory and ‘suggested a men- 
ace to the city’s control of its water 
supply. 

The testimony of Crowley was that 
he was laying a pipe across the North 
and South road, contiguous to the resi- 
dence of D. Calhoun, one day last 
summer, when Mr. Francis and Mayor 
Wells came along in an automobile.

TO WITHDRAW COAL LAND. 


Roosevelt. Would Save Home- | & 
steads From Speculators. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Official an- 
nouncement is made at the White House 
that President Roosevelt will soon is- 
Sue @ proclamation withdrawing from 
homestead entry all lands supposed to/| 
contain coal. 

This determination is the result of 
efforts on the part of apeculators to get | 
control of such property. Practically all | 
the coal lands in the easteryi purt of | 
the country have passed into the hans 
of speculators, many of whom got the 
eoal rights to whole counties for prices 
ranging from $1 to $10 an acre. 

in Southwestern Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia these lands are held by 
mpl corporations and wealthy specula- 

After withdrawal, the Geological Sur- 
vey wili examine the lands carefully 
and all- not eontaining coal will be 
thrown open again. 

The deposits of coal in the western 
public lands are’ said to be a great 
temptation to the huge corporations of 
the West and as a result there has been 
much jobbery. 

On June ® last Senator La Follette 
introduced a resolution directing the 
Secretary of the Interior to investigate 
the coal, ofl and other deposits of the 
country and to ‘order: that mear.time 
all lands known to contain deposits be 
withdrawn from entry and sale. 

The Interior Department has since 
been energetic in bringing to justice 
those acucsed of having fraudulently 
secured possessfon of such property 
and prominent men have been con- 
victed.

TRUST'S MCNOPOLY 


100,000,000 Company. Or- 
| ganized to Compete With 
| Private Car Service. 


OHICAGO, Oct. 9.—The organization of 
a company with $100,000,000 capital to 
compete with the private car monopoly 
controlled by the Beef Trust, announced 
yesterday, is the most significant result 
jof the new ratiway ‘rate bilk 

The gigantic railway equipment com- 
pany planned will be the largest owner 
Ki freight cars in the United States. It 











wiliown and operate refrigerator and al} 
Kinds of special cars. The company will 
not be a private, but a strictly railroad 
enterprise. The stock will be held by the 
various railway companies. 

The organization of this company 
means the end of the private car monop- 
oly against which’so many b‘iter com- 
plaints have been made to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The plans for the equipment company 
are >eing worked out by C. W. Midgély 
of €.icago, a car-service expert, who 
is probably the best in the country. 

The necessity for a great central ear 
company has been in a large measure 
created by the passage of the new rate 
law. The law makes the private car 
companies common carriers, and requ'res 
the railways to puolish in thetr tariffs 
all charges made for icing and other 
services incident to transportation. The 
effect of these provisions has been at 
once to make the business of the pri- 
vate companies less profitable and to 
make the railways less disposed to use 
their equipment. 

TO REOPEN KIMMEL CASE. 

The New York Life Insurance Co. has 
asked a new trial of the Kimmel case in 
the United States Circuit Court. One 
reasan given is that the Court did not 
require the plaintiff to outline definitely 
its contention before the commencement 
of the trial. Another is that the Court 
erred in not giving specific instructions 
as to the necessity of priving death be- 
fore the suit was brought.

Adelaide Ristori, the greatest tiage- 
dienne of her time, was born Jan. 2, 
1822, in Fruili. She was the daughter 
of Antonio and Maddalena 
themselves famous actors, and her 
dramatic ability was a legitimate inher- 
itance. 

She was attracted to the stage from 
carly youth, and at a very early ag» 
took a leading position in her art. 

Her first appearance in Paris, April 22, 


1855, was in ‘‘Francesco da Rimini,’’ be- 
fore Emperor Napoleon III, and she 


leaped at a bound into fame. 
Vanquishes Rachel. 


The great Rachel was then the idol, 
Ristori flung down the gage of battle 
for supremacy to that wonderful actress 
and triumphed. Her reception in Eng- 
land was enthusiastic. In 1857 she ap- 
peared in Spain and in 1860 in.

STONE TO HADLEY, 

In his speech at Clinton last week, Attorney- 
General Hadley made public statements, illustrat- 
ing certain uses of the anti-Trust laws of Missouri, 
qualifying them publicly as his understanding, sub- 
ject to review by United States Senator William J. 
Stone. 

Senator Stone’s reply not 
_As the matter concerns him personally and is of 
vital interest to the public, the question raised by 
_ Attorney-General Hadley may le repeated and de- 
fined. 

In brief; it is the question of the use of the 
enti-Trust laws of Missouri for private purposes 
, at the expense of saci@ficing the public purpose for 
which the laws were passed. 

According to the understanding of the case in 
point |developed by Attorney-General Hadley in 
his Clinton speech, a suit was brought in the 
Supreme Court of Missouri against the Tobacco 
Trust. The law is the same against the Tobacco 
Trust | as against the Standard Oil Trust. in op- 
posing which its -possibilities have been developed 
by Attorney-General Hadley. 

In the proceedings against the Tobacco Trust, the 
power of the law of the Supreme Court, after 
being invoked by the attorney in the case in the 
name of the State of Missouri, was used no further 
after /the client employing the attorney had ‘thus 
forced a settlement satisfactory to himself from 
the Tpbacco Trust. The attorney in the case was 
William J, Stone. | 

The proceeding’ instituted in the name of the 
State of Missouri and terminating thus, left the 
Tobacto Trust more firmly entrenched in Missouri 
than it had been before the ‘laW was invoked and 
nullified. 

This is the ease’ as it has been publicly pre- 
sented by Attorney-General Hadley for review by 
United States Senator Stone.

Massachusetts Candidate Be- 
tween Two Fires—Would 
Withdraw.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9—John B. Mo- 
ran, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, was in 
city yesterday, and while here had an 
important .interview with William 
Randoiph Nearst, Democratic candi- 


date for Governor of this State. At 


midnight Mr. Moran Iiecft for Boston, 
having succeeded in dodging the 
many reporters who sought to tind 
him. 

Mr. Moran, however, is still regis- 

tered at the Waldorf Astoria. Ac- 
com,anied by Granville 8. McFarland, 
one of his cumpaign managers, Mo- 
ran reached this city yesterday morn- 
ing. 
At 5 o'clock this afternoon Messrs. 
Moran and McFarland proceeded to 
the residence of Mr. Hearst. Mr. 
Coakley remained at the hotel. ) 

The object of the Massachusetts Dis- 
trict Attorney's visit, it was learned 
from one near to Mr. Hearst, was to 
Obtain the latter’s support in Massa- 
chusetts. The point being raised in 
the conversation between Mr. Hearst 
and Mr. Moran as to Mr. Moran's at- 
titude concerning the presidential 
candidacy in 1908, Mr. Moran is said 
to have declared that he was In the 
position of a man between two fires, 
and that he would withdraw as a gu- 
bernatorial candidate rather than an- 
tugonize the Bryan sentiment in the 


Bay State. He was in a very un-} 


comfortable position, and he did not 
care particularly for the honor any- 
how. It is not stated how Mr. Hearst 
received this astonishing assurance 
from Mr. Moran. 

The Poat-Dispatch’s informant said 
that Mr. Hearst was not surprised to 
see Mr. Moran and Mr. McFarland 
and to hear that they desired to ex- 
plain that In no way were they con- 
cerned in the indorsement of Mr. 
Bryan, which was inserted in the 
Democratic platform of the Massa- 
chusetts convention held in Boston 
last Thursday. 

Mr. Hiearst has not been enthusiastic 
in his admiration of Mr. Moran since 
that corivention and it is- more than 
probabie that Mr. Moran and Mr. Mc- 
Farland thought a personal interview 
with assurances of their true position 
would put Mr. Hearst in a pleasant 
frame of mind and induce him to sup- 
port Mr. Moran. 


Conspiracy Charged. 

Mr. Hearst, it is asserted, came out 
flacfooted with an accusation Of con- 
spiracy between Moran, McFarland and 
George Fred Williams in securing the 


insertion into the Democratic platform 
of the Bryan indorsement. A prompt 
denial on Moran's part is said to have 
followed Mr. Hearst's charge. 

lt is understood that Mr. Hearst then 
asked Mr. Moran if he had not known 
that the Bryan resolution was to be in- 
troduced at the Massacnusetts conven- 
tion. This Mr. Moran denied. Through- 
out the earlier part of the talk Mr. 
Hearst piainly showed that he resented 
what he believed to be the unfriendly 
attitude of Mr. Moran toward him and 
his presidential candidacy in 1908, as 
shown by the Bryan resolution. 

The suggestion was later made by 
Mr. Hearst that Mr. Moran cut loose 
from the Bryan resolution any implied 
pledges. To this Mr. Moran replied that 
rather than precipitate a division in the 
ranks of the Massachusetts Democracy 
he would withdraw his candidacy. 

Mr. Hearst's reply, the Post-Dispatch s 
informant says, was prompt and to the 
effect: “You can‘t withdraw; you are 
our candidate.’' The phrase ‘“‘our candi- 
date’’ meaning the nomination Mr. Mor- 
an had received from the Independence 
League. 

The interview is said te have been 
barren of practical and tangible results. 
Nevertheless it left upon Mr. Hearst's 
mind the impression that when it comes 
to the presidential campaign of 08 Mr. 
Moran may support neither Hearst nor 
liryan, but, heading the New England 
delegation, will support for President 
John B. Moran of Massachusetts,

The congregation had been visibly 
charmed by the solo, and the pastor's 
unexpected criticism broke what had 
ben a reverent hush. As the singers 
whispered to each other and those in 
the congregation exchanged glances of 
surprise, Dr. Bradley announced the col- 
lection. 

There was much discussion of the 
pastor's remarks after the service, and 
while it Was agreed that no one except 
the writer of the song. could properiy 
take personal offense, a _  disagreeabie 
effect was produced on the audience by 
words which might have caused no 
comment of spoken under other circum- 
stances. 

‘There are numerous cases,’ said Dr. 
Bradley Tuesday, ‘in which the music 
of a great composer has ben used for 
words which did not match the dignity 
of the music. I made comment on what 
seemd to me an incongruity of this sort.

His wife was 
rich when he married her, having in- 
herited the fortune of her merchant- 


father. It was eaid that before Ah Fong 


went to Honolulu he had a wife in the 
Celestial Empire, but was divorced from 
her according to the! customs 
country. — 

' His wealth has 
from ten to thirty millions of dollars, 
and the exact amount will perhaps not 
be known for years. That each of his 
lovely daughters received a present of 
$1,000,000 at the time of her marriage is 
‘sald to be true, but persons who know 
the family declare they would have 
‘succeeded in finding husbands standing 
high in life if their father had not been 
worth a nny through their own 
beauty and charm of manner.
